O "ICED 0 ; 
of [Aving thus (labenti calamo) given 


ſome brief account of the Royal 
Family, and chicf Princes ot the Blood, 
before we deſcend to treat particularly 
of the diſtin Officers and Miniſters of 
this Puiflant Crown, Let us take a 
ſummary view (as in a Landskip) of 
the Court in General, which confider- 
ing the almoſt infinite number of the 
Nobles and Gentry, with the multtpli- 
city and greatneſs of their Offices and 
Magnificence of the preſent King, may 
ſcem to Challenge precedency before a- 
ny Court in Europe ; yet for order and 
plentitul proviſion of the Countryes,but 
eſpecially for the free and noble enter- 
tainment of Strangers,we muſt acknow- 
ledge it no way comparable with that 
of Gzreat Brittazz, The Court ts'com- 
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monly reſident (unleſs on extraordinary 
occaſions, or ſome ſhurt intervalls of 
Divertiſement) at the Lowwre in Pars. 
A Pallace fince the late unhappy Fire 
in the Eſcurial without controverſie, 
(and as it is generally believed before) 
the moſt ſumptuous and ſtately in the 
World ; Ir takes its name, quaſe L'eure 
(the work) Kar «oxi», by way of Ex- 
cellence, as being the rarcſt picce of 
ArchiteQure that Antiquity was ac- 
quainted with z it has been from time 
to timein building and beautifying ever 
ſince the year 1214. The great Hall 
was not finiſhed till the year 15348, 
The Apartment over againſt rhe Thusl- 
leries was built by K atherine a Med:- 
ces, Anno Dom. 1564. The other {ide 
on the right hand as yau go in,was built 
by Lens the XIIT. And all the build- 
ings from the great Door in the middle 
in which the Council Des Finances 
fits, &'c, The deſign or Model now 
intended by his Majeſty is to make 
four ſpacious Courts, where 6000 men 

may 
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may be drawn up in Battalia, and to 
contrive apartments conventent and (ut 
ficient to lodge the whole Roya! Fami- 
ly, beſides the Principal Officers of 
State, and their d: pendants 3 That fo 
the Granduie of the Court conſtellated 
in ſuch an Auguſt aflembly, may 
ſhine in one intire view, more conlpi- 
cuous then now, when (like ſcattered 
Diamonds) ir appears in ſeveral parts 
diſperſed. | 

To this purpoſe he hath rebuilt the 
Dome at the corner of his Chamber, 
1nd the Gallery of Piftures (defaced b 
Fire in Feb, 1661.) and made much 
more ſpacious and beautiful than it was 
before, He hath rebuilt the Thukeries 
alſo, and is continually at work about 
the Portall and other apartments, fo 
that we reaſonably ſuppoſe when it -is 
finiſhed, it will for the Regularity 01 
the buildings, rich adornments, and 
ingenious Archite&ure, ſurpaſs all that 
the heightof art or greatneſs hath yet 
produced in the ref of the Univerſe. 
| E 4 To 
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To enter with a Coach into: this 
ſtately Pallace, is the particular: pri- 
viledge only of perſons of the Supre- 
meſt quality ; and to the Caſtle of the 
Louvre (as to the reſt of the Royal 
houſes ) there belongeth a Capraine 
whoſe Salary is 1200 Luivers out of 
the Receipts of Pars, 

The numerous and pompous Train 
belonging to. his Majeſty may be com- 
prehended under theſe three Heads. 
I.;The multiplicity of Princes; 2, Such 
as. the =air"n Officers of State re- 
gquirc. 3. Such as for his Majeſttes 
pleaſure or the Ornament of the,Court 
are conſtantly attending. The moſt 
fixed (like lome brighter Stars (ill 
following the Sun) are the Queen, the 
Princes of the Blood, and fome for- 
raign Princes, who either come ( as 
Sheba to Solomon) only to Viſit and 
Admire the greatneſs of this Trium- 
phant King, as the Incomparable Queen 
Chriftzana, and moſt Religious King 
Caſmur did ſoon after their reſpe&ive 

reſtona- 
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refignateores of their Crowns, or ſuch 
who chuſe conſtantly to reſide here, 
25 preferring the Honour of being un- 
der this Empire above .the Command 
of other Domintons, or the ſubjeRion 


of ether Monarchs; yet, ſo highly do 
he Princes of the blood of France va- 
lue their condition, though but Subjects 
in this Court, that thoſe of the blood 
Royal never did, nor ever will give 
precedency to any other Subje Prince, 
nar to any of his Ambaſſadors, only to 
Crowned. heads when prelent. 

Ot this we have a cloud. of Exam- 
ples as between Monſzeur and the Duke 
of Save); to whom his.Royal H'gh- 
neſs would not give the: Right hand, 
even when he came to his qwn Lodg- 
ings ; which abſolutely hindered the 
Intervein between thole two Princes. 
Its true that Moyſteur yielded to an e= 
quality with the Prince of Denmark; 
but it was in reſpe& of the Infallible 


z| pretences he hath to-be King of his 


Native Country of which he now is in 
poſſeſſion, 
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poſſeſſion. But this muſt be noted , |; 
that he would not however yield to 
any more then an equality, and for this 
cauſe they never came together. 
Another conteſt of Precedency hath 
[1kewiſe been ſtarted between ſtrangers 
and Forreign Princes, and the Dukes 
of Paris, Thele pretended a rig't as 
well as the Princes of the blood to go 
before forreign Princes, eſpecially ar 
great Solemnites, where they pretend ft 
eo repreſent Sovereign perſons by vir- 


tue of their dignities, which are un- 


doubtedly the firſt and higheſt in theÞ( 
Kingdom. *'Tis true they have here-fſn 
tofore been Soveraigns, and yet always fy 
Subjeas or Vaſlals to the King, being fri 
obliged to render Homage for what 
they held of the Crown. Their riſe 
is attributed tro Huzh Capet, for that} 
Prince to make himſelf King, agreed 
to beſtow his Dutches Pairies to tholeJne 
Great Lords who were moſt able toſat 
oppoſe him in his advancement to theſot 
Throne.

He Office of Great Almoner of 
© France, is counted, Solſtitium 
Honorum, the Zenith or higheſt pitch 
of all Honours, Created firſt by Fraz- 
cir the I. in favour of Cardinal Antonio 
Mendon ; he Adminiſters the Oath of 
Fidelity to the King ar his Inauguratt- 
on, and takes it of all the other Eccle- 
faſticks, whether Biſhops or Archbi- 
ſhops of Fraxce, Grand Pryors of A. 
quitatne, Auvergne, Champaigne, and 0- 
ther the moſt conſiderable Abbijes. He 
delivers the Priſoners from their bon- 
dage upon ſolemn Feſtivals or days of 
Coronation, and the like extraordinary 
occaſions, he diſpoſes ot the whole 
ſtock of the Kings Alms, and exerciſes 
all theſe FunCtions without apy depen- 
dance 
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dence upon others, but can communi- 
cate his power to whomlſoever he plea- 
ſeth. The late Deceaſed Cardinal 
Antonio Barberimu, enjoyed this place, 
ſince whole death it hath been conterred 
on the Cardinal Bowillop, formerly Ab- 
bot of Albrett, and Brother to the Duke 
of Bulion, who on the 26. of December 
1671. inthe preſence of His Majeſty, 
took the Oath uſually'on that occaſion, 
and doth now attend His Majeſty in 
this Campaigne in the quality of grand 
Almoner, as the Archbiſhop of Rheims 
likewiſe docs inthat of Maſter of the. 
Chappel Royal. 

Monſieur Pierce Setgnuor, late Chan- 
cellor of France, dying: at Verſatles in 
January, 1671, having ſerved this 
Crown in that eminent 1mploy about 
40 years before his Deceale, retur- 
ned the Seal to. the King by his Son in 
Law, the Duke of Coaflin ; After 
which the King retained the ſame in 
his own hands till his ſetting forward 
In this Expedition againſt the Holan- 


aer', 
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der, and then made choice of the Szeur 
d' Alegree, to be Lord Keeper, who ac- 
cordingly received the great Seal of the 
King, but not to be uſed without her 
Majeſties direion 5 This Office of 
Chancellor is the chief of all Judica- 
ture, and is uſually beſtowed on ſuch 
as have waded through the lower em- 
ployments of the _ Robe, and ac- 
quired good skill in the management 
of publick Aﬀairs, who then according 
to their abilities, for encouragement 
and reward of their induſtry and merit 
are called up to this Soveraign degree 

of Honour. 
_ _- Thefirſt Preſident of Parliament, is, 
Monſieur de Ia Mignon, deſcended from 
a Family of the Long Robe, it 1s an 
office very conſiderable, which can on- 
ly be attained unto by merit and ability, 
it being never fold no more then the 
Chancellors place, as being not to be 
valued at its worth, He repreſents 
che Kings perſon in Parliament, and is 
head of a Sovcraign Court of nx;

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He was a fellow Preſident long before 
he arrived to this chiei dignity ; He is 
eloquent without affeRation, learned 
without ambition, and one of the dif- 
creeteſt heads in the Nation, He ad- 
heres moſt ſtrialy to the. Royal Au- 
thority, and receives all orders from 
His Majeſty with a great decal of 
veneration and zeal, to put them in ex- 
ecution. In brief, heis a perſon of a 
moſt even temper in all his ations, 
and none knows better on what occaſi- 
ons, and how far to moderate and 
allay the ſeverity of Juſtice with the 
ſweers' of Mercy, being a perſon of 
lo good a Nature, and ſo paſſionate 
a Lover of Peace and Quictnels, as 
well in the State as in the Church, 
That it may not unduly be faid of 
him, That under his Majeſty, he is a 
Father to his Country, on whom he 
chearfully beſtows all his cares and 
labours; in rendring with an impartt- 
alhand every one what is due to _s

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cheriſhing the good, and puniſhing the 
wicked, which are the chief Pillars of 
a State, fo that the King has reaſon to 
relye upon him for that part of his

Was the Son of a 
1 Citizen, and pretends the Ori- 
ginal of his Family is Noble, he roſs 
to his fortune by his Brother the Ab- 
bot Fauquets means, who was much in 
favour with Cardinal Mazarine, He 
borrowed a ſum of mony to buy the

And here having ſpoken of this pro. 
fuſe man, who was the laſt ſuperinten- 
dent of the F:nauces, or Revenues to 
his Majeſty the moſt Chriſtian King,we 
(hall for the readier ſatisfaRion preſent 
him with a perfe& abſtraRt of the Rules, 
Soon aſter the ſaid Fauquets removal 
oiven at Fountainbleau by the King, for 
the eſtabliſhment of his Royal Coun- 
cil, Des Finances, and the Orders to 
be obſerved by them. 

Firſt, Thatthe ſaid Office of ſuper- 
intendent be wholly ſuppreſſed for the 
King, finding in his Royal Wiſdom, 
char he could give no greater teſtimony 
of his aff<Rion to his Subjects, then by 
inſpeRing his Treaſury, and raking the 


Retrenchmenrof abuſes upon himſelf ; 
reſolved to Ere& a Council of ſuch 
perſons as ſhould be known to be of ine 
teprity and parts, by whoſe adviſe he 
: might 
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might execute himſelf what ever was 
formerly done by the Superinten- 
dent. 

Secondly, That the ſaid Council be 
called, The Council Rojal des Finances, 
and compoled of a chief under the au- 
thority, and in the preſence of the King 
(if the Chancellor be not there) and 
three Councellors, whereof one til} 
to be called Intendant Des Finances, 
his Majeſty relcrvins power to call in 
the Chancellor when he pleaſes, and 
allo reſerving to himſelf the ſealing and 
paſſing of all accompts and orders re- 
lating to his cxpences, either publick or 
private.

Fourthly, the ſaid Intendant (hall 
have the Exchequer in his care, and 
keep a Refiſtory of all ,Receipts and 
Iffues that ſhall be made, which on no 
pretence he 1s to Commupicate to a- 
ny perſon whatſoever, without the 
Kings expreſs Order. 

Fifthly, Thatall Orders of the Coun- 
cel ſhall be delivered to him, who ha- 
ving reported them to his Majeſty, 
Regiſters and Sub-{ignes them, aſter 
which they are centred by the Trea- 
ſurer of the Exchequer , cach in its 
Order. - 

Sixthly,The ſaid Intendant (hall take 
an account of all Receipts —

Seventhly, All Petitions of any new

Twelithly, That all affairs exami- 
ned in the Petztes Direftions ſhall be 
afterwards reported and redebated in 
the Grande's direQions, and ſo reſol= 
ved inuſual manner. 

Thirteenth, That all Arreſts, De. 
crees and other diſpatches by the 
Councel Des Finances, (hall be al- 
lowed and ſigned by the Chiefor Pre- 
fident, and three Councellors in the 
ſaid Councel Royal. 

Fourteenth, His Majeſty requires 
that at every meeting of the ſaid 
Councel Royal, an account be taken 
of the State and Conditionof one of 
his Farms, or one of his Receipts 
Generals, that they may remove ſuch 
Impediments as ſhall] appear in the 
Receiprs of his Revenues, and inter- 
poſe his authority to advance the 
lame, 

Laſtly, His Majeſty reſerves power 


-| to himſelf of adding, diſtinguiſhing, 
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or altering his Eſtabliſhment as the ne- 
ceſſity of conveniency of. his Service 
may require, 

And certainly his Majeſty has the 
greateſt reaſon in the world to be thus 
exa&t and cautious in the management 
ofthis buſineſs, ſince mony is not only 
the Nerves of War, and Ornament 
of Peace ; but the very ſoul of all 
affairs, and a Nation 1s reputed con- 
ſiderable only according to the pro- 


portion of its publique Treaſure, and 


the greatneſs of its annual Revenues 
which the name uſed by the French 
'very aptly exprefles. For Finaxce 
is an old word which ſignifies Puil- 
{ant, and comes of the antient word 
Finer, which is as much as to ſay 
Power ; and truly in this reſpe& the 
Moſt Chriſtian King may be ſaid to be 
exceeding powerfu], his Revenues be- 
ing vaſtly oreat, arifing principally 
from the Demeaſnes of which, by 
Maonſiewr Colberts Induſtry, are inhaun- 


ced to an infinite value, Taxes _ 
Ta - 
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Tallages on the Country, which alone 
in the year 1643. amounted to 5 mil- 
lions Sterling, the Impoſt upon Sale 
computed at about two millions of 
pounds Sterling yearly, Cuſtomes of 
all Goods and Marchandizes, Expor- 
ted and Imported, which aroſe in the 
year 1648, (as by computation was

Ville Roy,is called Ni- 
cholus of Newville, Lord of Alincourt, 
he is younger Son of the late Monſieur 
Ville Roy, Secretary and Prime Mini- 
ſer of State, under Hear the IV, and 
Lews during his Minority; after he had 
been many times Lieutenant General 
of the Armies in Italy, Franchcounte 
Lorraine, &c. where he took La Mothe, 
the King gave him a Marſhalls Staffe, 
he married M azdalen of Crequy Daugh- 
ter of Charles Duke of L'Eſd;guteres. 

The Marſiall de La Fert is fon of

Thus have we given ſome brief ac< 
count of moſt of the maſter-wheeles, 
whereby that great and admirable Ma- 
thine, the Freach Monarchy is moyed 
in ſo regular and Harmontous an order, 
that when we rcad the names of theſe 
Illuftrious Perſonages, imbelliſhing 
our intelligence, and ſwelling our Ga- 
z*tts, we may not be altogether Igno- 
rant of thetr Juamey and merits.
